Abstract of Disclosure 

A program system stored in a memory of a computer system uses at least one 
computer program and a software library. The software library has at least one first- 
type subroutine module that is used by the computer program and at least one 
second-type subroutine module that is not used by the computer program. After the 
software library has passed a compilation process first and then a linkage process, the 
processed software library is stored in the memory of the computer system. The 
second-type subroutine module in the processed software library is changed in a 
non-recoverable manner after the linkage process so that the memory required to 
store the second-type subroutine module is saved and can be used by the computer 
system for other purposes. 
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
